UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Prime 
Minister Gaston Thorn of Luxem- 
bourg was elected yesterday as pre- 
sident of the newly-convened 30th 
UN General Assembly. 

Thorn, 47, received 185 votes. Am- 
bassadors Jamil Baroody of Saudi 
Arabia and Radha Krishna Ramphul 
of Mauritius each got one vote. 

‘Thorn was picked by the West Eu- 
ropean countries whose turn it was 
to nominate the president under the 
UN rotation system. He succeeded 
Abdelaziz Bouteflika of Algerla who 
presided over both the 1974 regular 
assembly and a 17-day economic spe- 
cial session that concluded earlier 
yesterday with a unanimous declara- 
tion. (Story on page 5). 

Thorn's election and enlargement 
of the world organization from 138 
to 141énations were the first orders 
of business at the new assembly. 
Newly independent Papua-New 
Guinea yesterday submitted the ap- 
plication for membership as well. 

South African delegates, suspend- 
ed by the 1974 assembly because of 
thelr country’s racial policies, did 
not appear. If they had, the Assembly 
likely would have voted again to 
oust them. 

“The chances of our participating 
at all (in the three-month session) 
are quite slim at the moment,” 
spokesman for the South African 
delegation said.

Shot fired into 
Israel Embassy 
annex in U.S.

Oil experts join 
Geneva talks

Special to the Jerusalem Post and Dayar 
GENEVA. — Technical questions 
concerning the Abu Rodels oil in- 
stallationg were discussed at yes- 
terday’s session of the Israel-Egypt 
talks here on the implementation 
of the Sinai agreement. Israel and 
Egyptian oil experts joined the 
negotiating teams for the talks. 

Representing Israel was Michael 
ἘΠῚ} of Netivel Neft,’ which has 
been operating the oilfields. Details 
thad earlier been discussed outside 
Geneva with the participation of 
representatives of the Italinn state- 
owned oil company Eni, who were 
partners with Egypt in Abu Rodeis 
before 1967. 

Delegations headed by Egyptian 
Major-General Taha el Magdoub and 
Ambassador Mordechai Gazit of Is- 
raei began discussions in the mor- 
ning. t 

‘The annex to the interim agree- 
ment specifies that “Israel under- 
takes to leave intact all currently 
existing civilian installations and in- 
frastructures.” This could be inter- 
preted to mean that Israel equip- 
ment and installations in the oil- 
fields should be transferred to the 
Egyptians, and the question of com- 
pensation through Eni arises. 

‘The opening of the talks on oil 
signals resumption of the negotia- 
tions over the southern sector. These 
negotiations were deferred last week 
in view of substantial differences 
between the parties, pending new 
instructions and clarifications from 
Jerusalem and Cairo and perhaps 
American intervention. 

Security precautions here were 
markedly tightened yesterday, fol-

Bar-Lev bemoans 
lack of investment

ISRAEL IS investing 8815 as much 
in industry (proportionate to total 
resources) as countries such as Swe- 
den, Holland and Belgium — ani 
thet is not enough, according to 
Haim Bar-Lev, Minister of Commerce 
and Industry. He was addressing the 
press in -Jerusalem yesterday. 

One obstacle is the lack (tempora- 
ry, he hopes) of cash in the Trea- 
sury's coffers for development loang 
— owing to the policy of budgetary 
restraint “We IL9501n. 
during the first half of the present 
fiscal year. The budget authorities 
granted us 1.700m. But demand has 
already outrun this figure by IL100m. 
and the — extra money is not forth- 
coming.” 

The remedy is to seek out more 
foreign investors — and Bar-Lev is 
leaving for the U.S. shortly, partly 
to do that. 

Also, Ioan conditions have been 
tightened. The Government will not 
give credit for buying land in the 
central part of the country. even to 
approved enterprises. (Such enter- 
Prises wili still get credit in the 
development areas.) 

It bas also published a detailed 
list of industries which will not rate 
Government: loans ‘for acquiring 
factory space elther. “Loans in these 
branches will be only for the pur- 
ehase of machinery and equipment,” 
he said. 

A plan has been prepared to sup- 
ply the 10,000 additional workers 
that industry needs. Mr. Bar-Lev 
pointed out that production in the 
buiiding-materials industry fell by 
one-fifth in January-August, and 
workerg are being dismissed in this 
branch. It is important to limit non- 


industrial investment so that growth 
can be concentrated in the manu- 
facturing sector. 

Questioned about the new construc- 
tion work that will be needed now 
that the Israeli forces are withdraw_ 
ing to new positions in Sinai, Bar-Lev 
stated that less elaborate fortifica- 
tions wilil be required. Outlay should 
be Jess than IL1,000m. Some of this 
cash is already provided under the 
existing budget. (It was intended 
tor Perr ene in the old line.)

HAIFA. — The Blue Band-Telma 
food products plant management 
yesterday di the 230 striking 
production workers without severance 
pay. The dismissal notices were hand- 
ed to the men, who are daily em- 
Ployees and need not therefore be 
given notice. The week-long produc- 
tion standstill may soon cause a 
margarine shortage and has already 
gravely damaged the plant’s export 
ve, 

The management had warned the 
men that they would be dismissed 
if they failed to end their week-long 
wildeat strike by this morning. ‘The 
Labour Council, which had demounc- 
ed the strike as having no jus- 
tification, had also given them a 
last-minute warning to return to 
work, or face the dismissals without 
Histadrut protection. At a meeting 
in the plant, the men ratified the 
stand of their leaders against a re- 
turn, and against signing of an under- 
taking that they would refrain 
from unofficial strike action in fu- 
ture. 

The men went on strike to demand 
assurances for increased severance 
pay for any of them who might be 
dismissed or who wished to resign 
because of the recent change

ownership. (A group of German Jew- 
ish investors bought the plant's 
sharey from the Rothschild Sank, 
in London.) 

The management had assured them 
that their severance pay and work- 
ing’ conditions would remain the 
same under the new owners. The La- 
bour Council backed the undertaking 
but to no avail. The Council rejected 
any attempt to have the work con- 
tract rewritten, as this could have 
been interpreted as a Violation of 
the wage freeze. - 

General Manager G. Teltsch said 
last night that this wes the second 
time the men kad gone out on a 
wildcat strike im gix months, and 
the management now required an 
undertaking that they would ho- 
nour their contract.

AFULA. — A number of recent 
immigrants from the Soviet Union 
whose parents had purchased real 
estate “near the Afula opera house” 
half a century ago will really be 
able to celebrate the town’s fifeth 
anniversary now that their owner- 
ship rights have been recognized.

However, his town was now ready 
to “take off” on a new spurt of de- 
velopment, and he noted that 12 in- 
dustrial plants and 20 workshops 
were now being planned, with a to- 
tal investment of IL136m. and 1,160 
new jobs,

Arabs shell out 
for London flats 


LONDON (AP). — Foreign visitors 
to Britain, especially Arabs, paid 
up to £1,000 (almost IL15,000) a 
week for homes in London this 
summer, apartment rental agencies 
said yesterday. 

“The prices people were prepared 
to pay broke all records,” said 
Michael Nyman, a director of State 
Apartments, 

“There has been an incredible 
demand for the best houses in Lon- 
don.

The only answer, he said, is a 
programme of immediate conserva- 
Yon of existing oil supplies, com- 
bined with a major programme for 
developing new sources of energy 
under an overall arrangement be- 
tween consumer and oil-producer 
nations that would stabilize the 
entire situation. 

Also speaking to the governors 
eonference, retired Navy Adm. Elmo 
Zumwait Jr. said the U.S. should 
immediately begin stockpiling oil for 
military and domestic use “so we 
can survive another period of poll- 
tical blackmail.” 

Zumwalt, who stepped down as 
chief of naval operations last year, 
said the U.S. should also “start deal- 
ing in a tougher manner with the 
Opec nations and the Soviet Unicn."

Moslem rebels hand over 
list of demands to Marcos 


MANILA (AP). — Defectors from 
the Moslem rebellion are demand- 
ing that President Ferdinand Marcos 
withdraw most of his troops as part 
of the price of peace in the 35- 
month-old rebellion in the southern 
Philippines. 

Among other demands in a 28- 
point .manifesto presented on Satur. 
day to Mr. Marcos were that he 
create a Mosiem armed force and 
@ representative Islamic council, a 
former insurgent commander said 
yesterday. 

Al Calaung, who led insurgents 
against the government in Jolo, said 
he and other dissidents were to dis- 
cuss their demands with government 
officials today. 

In their manifesto, the Moslem 
insurgents nominated the 28-year- 
old Oalaung, to be commander-in- 
chief of a Moro internal force. 
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The manifesto, which thas not 
been reported by the local press, 
revealed at least one split among 
the Moslems, who recently have 
switched loyalties. This had led the 
government to claim that the re- 
bellion led by the Moro National 
Liberation Front (MNLF) was dis- 
integrating. 

Spokesmen abroad for the MNLF 
have disowned the defectors. 

Twenty-five Moslems signed the 
manifesto. They claimed to represent 
the majority of the Moro Nattonal 
Liberation Front and its Bangsa 
Moro Army in the southern islands 
of Basilan, Sulu and Tawi-Tawi. 

They said they recognized the ter- 
ritorial integrity and national sove- 
reignty of the Philippimes, a refe- 
rence to charges the Mcslem rebels 
have wanted independence. 


They aiso asked that at least two 
of the signatories be named com- 
missioners of new regions created in 
the south, that Moro colleges, “si- 
milar to that of Tuskegee University 
in Alabama," ‘be established, and 
each Moro commander be permitted 
te carry sidearms and he given 20 
M14 rifles to be distributed to body- 
guards, 

‘The dissidents asked that the gov- 
ernment give back-pay to govern- 
ment defectors from the time they 
left their government posts and that 
each commander be allowed to make 
the Moslem pilgrimage to Mecca in 
the company of three persons at 
government expense. .

LONDON. — A boy kissed a blonde 
girls neck in the dimly lit ber of 
the Horse and Groom pub. It was 


: October, 1974, and a few minutes 


after they left, a bomb exploded, 
Killing five patrons. 

The lovers, the prosecution told 
heavily-guarded Old Bailey 
court yesterday, were a bomb- 
planting squad of the IRA pushing 
their campaign to drive British 
troops out of Northern Ireland. 

“The prosecution will show yoll 
there was a courting couple there, 
‘the man kissing the girl's ‘neck. 
‘They were sitting there in this way 
while they were getting the bomb 
in position,” said Sir Michael 
Havers, the chief prosecution law- 
yer. δε 

The girl, he said, was 17-year-old 
Carole Richardson, born in London, 
and the boy was Patrick Arm- 
strong, 24, of Belfast. 

Havers alleged that the boy and 
the girl were only pretending to -be 
lovers while they placed the bomb 
under a wooden seat in an alcove 
of the bar at Guildford, 48 kms. 
south of London. 

The bar was a hangout for Bri- 
tish army troops from a nearby 
military complex, and most: of them 
had served in Northern Ireland. 

Armstrong, and another of two 
Trishmen on trial with him and 
the girl, were charged with murder- 
ing two drinkers in the King’s 
Arms pub at Woolwich, east of 
London. Like the Horse and Groom, 
the King's Arms is close to a Bri- 
tish Army installation. 

The four accused were charged 
on a total of 11 counts involving 
seven killings. When asked how he 
pleaded, Hill told Mr. Justice 
Donaldson, “Your justice stinks.” 
But after consulting with defence 
lawyers, all four pleaded innocent. 

The trial is expected to last at 
Jeast two months. 

Everyone who entered the Old 
Bailey, London's central criminal 
court, was frisked by a team of 
police yesterday. Dogs trained to 
sniff out explosives searched every 
room in the building. Marksmen 
were posted on adjoining roofs and 
vehicles arriving at the car park 
were checked by police using bomb- 
detectors. 

Throughout London, police notices 
at subway stations warned com- 
muters to be suspicious of pack- 
ages in the mail. Detectives were 
sent into postal sorting offices to 
run monitors over parcels from 
Treland.

AMNESTY INTERNATIONAL: 
Kidnapped Lebanese Jew 


--was held in Damascus 


LONDON. — News has reached Am- 
nesty International that Albert Elia, 
the former head of the Jewish Com- 
munity in Lebanon who was_kidnap- 
ped from Beirut in September, 1971, 
was held prior to August 1973 at 
the Al Rowda investigation centre 
in Damascus where he was tor- 
tured. Amnesty also reports that 
the Syrian Government continues 
to deny his imprisonment. 

Elia is one of three Jewish pri- 
soners “adopted” by the London- 
based organization. The organiza- 
tion notes that the two other 
adopted prisoners, Syrian Jews 
Nissim Katri and Joseph Swed, 
were released in July, 1974 with- 
out any charges being brought 
against them. Amnesty reports that 
it has received information accord- 
ing to which Swed's mental condi- 
tion is disturbed and he is limping 


1 as a result of ill treatment. 


The facts are contained in Amnesty 
International’s annual report for 
1974/75 published here on Sunday. 
The report lists human rights viola- 
tions in 107 countries as well as 
Cetailing the activities of the orga- 
nization. 

On the condition of Syrian Jewry 
the report states: 

“ΑΙ believes that the conditions of 
the Syrian Jews have eased slightly. 
Some of the restrictions, such aos

Whites seen in ranks 
of Angolan guerrillas 


LISBON (AP). — Many of the 
thousands of refugees pouring into 
Portugal from Angola claim to have 
seen armed white men in the ranks 
of each of the three black liberation 
movements fighting for control of 
the African territory. 

There have been previous reports 
of white mercenaries fighting in 
Angola, but they were szid to be 
only in the ranks of the Zalire- 
backed National Front for the Li- 
beration of Angola (FNLA) which 
controls large sections of the north 
of the country. 

Corroborating eyewitness accounts 
from numerous refugees who have 
flown into Lisbon during the past 
few days indicate that white men 
are also fighting with the Moscow- 
backed Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angolan (MPLA) which 
controls the capital, Luanda, and 
the National Union for the Total 
Independence of Angola (UNTTA) 
which operates in central and 
southern Angola. 

The refugees, many of them in 
State of shock, fatigue and distress 
over the loss of relatives, friends 
or personal possessions, could give 
no detaiis of the number or origin 
of the white mercenaries. Those 
with relatives sti in Angola or 
with a remnant of hope for the re- 
covery of personal property were 
reluctant to allow the use of their 
names, 

Some of the refugees gave a more 
Precise account. Brothers Vitor and 
Jose Antunes, who arrived from 
Luse in eastern Angola, said they 
witnessed bitter fighting for control 
of the town between MPLA and 
UNITA units, The town's main ho- 
tel, used os ἃ UNITA headquarters,

MPLA artillery attack, they said. 

“We saw white men fighting on 
both sides,” Vitor said. “Those with 
UNITA were Portuguese. Those 
with MPLA spoke Spanish and 
Seemed to be Cubans. We were told 
that the Cubans came to 
as instructors but took over combat 
commands when the fighting began.” 

Guilhermo Francisco Aimeida, a 
53-year-old beekeeper from Cela. in 
central Angola, said he saw armed 
white men commanding both UNI- 
TA and FNLA units, and observed 
bodies of black and white battle 
casualties being removed from the 
streets. 

The reports were backed by 
numerous other refugees. Many 
said they were molested by guer- 


rillas who robbed them of money, fi 


jewellery and automoblies, but there 
were few reports of outright viol- 
ence against the white refugees. 
Most of the relatively few casual- 
ties reported among white residents 
Beemed to have been caught in 
crossfire between the guerrillas. 
Alvaro Fernandes, a forestry of- 
fictal_ from Santa Comba, said the 
was forted at a roadblock to make 
a money contribution to UNTITA 
which entitled him to ful! member- 
ship of the guerritla organization.

The changes caught observers by 
surprise, since Senator Luder is os- 
tensibly standing in as president for 
between 30 and 45 days during the

country club in Cordoba province. 

Tt was not immediately clear whe- 
ther the changes had been decided 
before her departure last Saturday, 
or were an independent action by 
her 68-year-old interim substitute, 
possibly indicatmg that his rule 
might not be as short as officially 
forecast. 

The reshuffle was believed to be 


in response to pressure from the 
goilitary who are assuming increas- 
ing prominence in national affairs 
for an executive go- 
ahead to unleash full-scale war on 
Argentina's rampaging guerrillas. 
Colonel Damasco's appointment 
last month angered the Army be- 
cause it αἱ to commit it to 
political support of Mrs. Peron’s 
weakening government.

The institute claims most of the 
evacuees live in abject poverty, 
without prospect of immediate im- 
provement, and long for their home- 
land.

The evacuees have made constant 
appeals to the Mauritian authorities,

“If Makarios refuses to negotiate 
and chooses to go to the (United 
Nations) General Assembly once 
again, usurping the rights of the 
Cyprus government, as if he still 
represents the Turkish community...

Denktash said in a television inter- 
view in Ankara. 

Denktash arrived in Ankara Satur- 
day on his way back to Nicosia from 
New York where his talks with 
Glafcos Clerides, the Greek Cypriot 
representative, broke down in an ex- 
change of verbal accusations. 

“For the time being I see no 
other alternative. If I knew of better 
Jess drastic alternatives, I would 
certainly consider them. Makarios is 
leaving us no other alternative,” 
Denktasgh said. 

Denktash rejected allegations that 
declaration of independence in the 
north of Cyprus was a first step 
towards union with Turkey. 

“It is not a first step. It is a 


declaration of independence on an 
independent island. We shall watch 
that the south is not annexed to 
Greece. That would be against our 
interest,” he sald. 

However, Denktash said he was 
seeking the support of the Ankara 


Turkish armed forces invaded 
the north of Cyprus following a 
July 1974 coup against President 
Makarios that was backed by the 
military junta then in power in 
Greece. 


Denktash declared the areas 
under the control of the Turkish 
armed forces, as a federated Turk- 
ish Cypriot state on February 13 
this year and became its President, 
as a first step towards the pro- 
posed two-zone federal Cyprus Re- 
public. 

However, deep differences be- 
tween Greek and Turkish Cypriot 
communities on the question of the 
refugees, border lines separating 
the Turkish and the Greek- Cypriot 
zones, and implementation of a 
future federal state has blocked an 
early solution for the Cyprus prob- 
lem.

“ONE PARADOXICAL outcome of 


“the Sinai accord is likely to be a sub- 
stantial improvement in our balance 


- of payments, though we seem to be 


doing our best to Jet the new 
resources go down the drain without 
the public being aware of it.

And this aid is to be provided in 
foreign currency. 

The exact amount we are to 
receive is not yet known. It depends 

* on secret commitments, on their im- 
plementation by the U.S. administra- 
tion, and on the elbow-room left by 
Congress, but the sum is expected to 
be fairly large. A figure tentatively 
quoted is $550m. — including $350m. 
on account of the new defence line, 
and $150m. on account of the oil 
storage facilities. This represents 
more than one half of the aggregate 


+ grants and loans we received from 


the U.S, last year, and almost one 
third of the aid budgeted for 1975 
(before the agreement). The amount 
is equivalent to about one half of our 
total non-defence foreign trade 
deficit. 

We shall be receiving this amount 
in dollars, while the foreign currency 
cost of the construction projects will 
account for only a small fraction of 
it. We shall thus be able to save most 
of the aid for a rainy day, to 
replenish our sadly diminished 
reserves, which currently stand at 
about $1.2b. They are down $150m. 
from their post-devaluation peak, 
and are expected to decline by about 
another $200m. by the end of 1975. 

it the minimum reserve required 
by a country like Israel is put at only 
a three-months foreign currency bill, 
it should approximate $2b. The in- 
crement now likely would therefore 

“be a very welcome contribution. 
Indeed, it may be presumed to do 
double service, because ampler 
reserves are.likely to improve 
Israel's international credit rating, 
and thus to ease the inflow of more 
capital from abroad.

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Practical policies needed to | deal 
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Turkish harvesting method 


keeps its opium poppies 


off the illicit drug market 


By EMEL ANIL 


APYON, Turkey (AP). — The 
Turkish Government, confident it 
has succeeded in preventing Turkish 
opium poppies from finding their 
way into illicit heroin markets, plans 
to licence 100,000 farmers to grow 
poppies again this year for 
medicinal useg, 

Officials said farmers will be 
alowed to plant 50,000 acres in 
seven provinces, the same amount 
planted last year after Turkey ended 
the two-year opium-cultivation ban 
it had imposed under pressure from 
the U.S. At the same time, the 
Government plans to continue the so- 
called poppy-straw system of 
harvesting, used for the first time 
last year, which prohibits lancing of 
the poppy pods to extract the raw 
opium within. 

Poppy farmers of Turkey had been 
producing raw opium gum by 

ing the pods when they are ripe 
sometime in mid-summer. Heroin is 
& derivative of this raw opium, and 
so are the morphine and codeine 
used in medicine. 


However. officials say, the 
medicinal derivatives can also be ex- 
tracted from the dried husks of the 
poppy pod,.from which heroin cannot 
be produced. It ia the dried husks 
which the Government now buys, at 
$1.50 per kilo. 

When peasants cart pods to 
government office, they are we 
spected for the deep gasit that would 
be left by forbidden lancing to ex- 
tract raw opium. The cracked pods 
are put through sieves to check 
whether they were crushed by the 
farmers to hide the gash, officials 
say. 

Sources in this west-central poppy- 
growing region — the name Afyon 
means opium in Turkish — say 
smugglers are ready to offer $700 a 
kilo for raw opium to farmers willing 
to risk arrest and prison. But Osman 
Koseoglu, a narcotics agent for 13 
years who carries old scars irom 
clashes with smugglers, said there 
have been no incidents of iJlegal lan- 
cing around here. “My informers 
also tell me traffic has stepped com- 
pietely in this area for lack of raw 
opium," he said. 


Price of Bonds gold coin increases

THE NUMBER of exit permits granted by the Soviets 
constitutes no more than one-third of the number of aliya 
applications submitted to them monthly. Despite this continuing 
Pressure for aliya, the Soviet news agency, Tass, last week 
contended that the number of Jews seeking to go to Israel 
has greatly declined. oe ᾿ 

But the fact is that the number of applications submitted 
to the Soviet authorities has not dropped, and this despite 
the sharply stepped-up Soviet campaign of harassment, inti- 
midation and arrests calculated to deal the aliya movement 
in the USSR a death blow. 

More than 150,000 Jews in the Soviet Union have already 

’ asked their relatives here for invitations, the first step on the 
long arduous road to aliya. According to figures that have 
been made public, some five per cent of Soviet Jewry have 
already emigrated to Israel since the founding of the State, 
‘most of them since 1968. Some 115,000 Soviet Jews arrived 
here since 1948, 103,000 of them in the last seven years. If 
anything, this shows an increase in Jewish national feeling in 
the USSR rather than a decline, as Tass would have it, 
although such feelings existed before ‘but were thwarted by 
Stalin's reign of terror and by Kbrushchev’s adamant ban on 
ali : 

‘Anipthes eight per cent of the Jewish population in the 
USSE has already asked for invitations from Israel, but the 
fact that they have not come is largely the result of the 
Soviet refusal to let them go. 

‘Moreover, the Soviets are issuing permits very selectively. 
Whereas Jews in some cities may eventually, after a prolonged 
struggle, find their way out of Russia, in other cities, with a 
not gmaller Jewish population, hardly any permits at all can 
be obtained and the very application for them is far more 
risky. The differences are not only between the Soviet Euro- 
pean republics and the Soviet Asian republics. There are also 
vast and imexplicable variations in policy between neighbouring 
cities in one republic. Thus exit visas can be had after a 
Struggle in the Beilorussian city of Minsk. But in other Beilo- 
russian cities, such as Bobruisk and Grodono, both with large 
Jewish populations, practically no aliya permits are being 
issued and the atmosphere there towards Jews is described as 
Stalinist.

In physical planning, as in most other realms, one 
may learn best from one’s own mistakes but it is. 
much more pleasant to learn from someone else’s. 
During a recent visit to Holland and France, Jerusa- 
lem Post reporter ABRAHAM RABINOVICH learn- 
ed that planners there are confronting problems very: 
similar to those facing their Israeli colleagues, not 
necessarily with more success. In this first of two 
articles, he writes about town planning in Holland.

FROM A TRAIN speeding 
through a Dutch town at dusk 
you catch a glimpse of two men 
fishing in ἃ narrow canal just 20 
metres behind a low apartment 
block where they apparently 
live. The work day had ended a 
couple of hours before and they 
sit comfortably in folding chairs 
dangling their lines in the water. 
In a moment, the train has pass- 
ed out of the built-up area and is 
in Iush countryside. It is a 
glimpse of an environment 
which has not turned its back on 
the human race. 

Despite a population density 
similar to that of Israel, Holland 
has managed remarkably well 
to keep its town from i 
over into the countryside. it has, 
‘in fact, permitted the coun- 
tryside to penetrate the towns 
through its extensive canal 
networks. 

Just as the bulk of Israel's 
population is crowded into the 
coastal strip between Netanya 
and Ashdod, in Holland 10 
million people live in the 
southwestern part of the country 
and only 3% million in the 
north eastern half. The train mak- 
ing the rum between Rotterdam 
and Amsterdam in the heart of 
the urbanized half of the country 
stops at intervals of as little as 
.five or 10 minutes in different 


MANY READERS must have been 
shocked by a headiine which 
appeared in the ‘Post’ last week — 
“Man Held in Tel Aviv Clothing 
Fire."' If they then steeled 
themselves to read the gory details 
of this slendish crime they 
presumably it no one 
had been toasted over a slow fire 
made up of hipster slacks or candy- 
striped shirts; all that had occurred, 
in fact, was that a man had been 
arrested on suspicion of arson. 

Sub-editors work against the clock 
and are plagued by the necessity of 
cramming a certain number of 
letters into, say, a 36 point headline 
on two columns. This results in them 
favouring words like “held” in 
preference to “arrested,” or “‘pact’’ 
instead of ‘‘agreement," often with 
ambiguous results. I have every 
sympathy for them —I myself work- 
ed for a while at this thankless task 
— but that hasn't prevented me from 
collecting specimens of their more 
spectacular blunders over the years. 

An “Evening News" headline 
some years ago conjured up visions 
of Sweeney Todd, the Demon Barber 
of Fleet Street (whose victims ended 
up as meat pies): ‘Three battered in 
Fish Shop” it announced in large 
type. The “Daily Telegraph" was 
equally violent: ‘*Crash Course for 
Private Pilota,"' while the dis- 
memberment theme was carried to 
extremes in the “Evening Argus"' — 
Pri Broken Leg Hits Box Ot- 

ice."” 

It’s becoming increasingly com- 
mon to read of celebrities shop- 
lifting at Marks and Sparks. Even 
so, I was astounded to read in the 
august “Times that things had 
come to a pretty pass indeed: 
“Queen Sees Fonteyn Take Ten Cur- 
tains.” ᾿ 

Police reports seem to be par- 
ticularly vulnerable to this delicious 
type of ambiguity, for instance: 
“Three men held in cigarette case" 
— which must surely contravene the 
Home Office regulations — or (a 
happler example from ‘'The 
Gloucestershire Echo") ‘Police 
Found Safe Under Blanket." One of 
the most mind-boggling headlines in 
this category comes from “The 
Hackney Gazette" which paid 
tribute to the alertness of the local 
constabulary: ‘Spotted Man Wanted 
for Questioning.”’ 

The tartured prose favoured by 
Sports writers leads to all sorts of
